“The German people will work 
under my orders to provide the 
necessities Of life for the com- 
munity, and to restore the economic 
fe of the country.

Infant Mortality. 
Rate Very High 


Dublin compared very un- 
favourably with other large cities 
in its very high infant death-rate, 
said Dr. J. G. Gallagher at the 
annual meeting.of the Infant Aid 
Society, at the Carnegie Child Wel- 
fare Centre, Dublin, yesterday. 

“The death-rate of our infants 
leaves a lot to be desired,” he stated. 
“Last year in the three city 
maternity hospitals there were about 
12,000, and of these, 600 mothers 
lost infants at birth. Another 600 
infants died about a month after 
their mothers had gone home.” 

Concerning the latter, Dr. 
Gallagher said the deaths were 
caused largely by gastro-enteritis 
due to the lack of breast feeding. 
He added that the Society had done 
much to prevent bovine tuber- 
culosis in children. 

Referring to maternal mortality, 
Dr. Gallagher said: “We who are 
concerned with maternity hospitals 
have come to realise that we cannot 
expect any great reduction. We 
have reached a very low rate and 
it is most unlikely that it will be any 
further lowered in the near future.” 

Mr. J. P. Lonan Murphy said 
that Dubliners owed much to the 
Society which, 30 years ago, had set 
out in a completely unexplored field. 
Many of the Society’s standards and 
ideals had now been adopted by the 
State and public organisations. 

The Reverend M. Quigley, S.J., 
said that the Society’s work was 
made — by grants given by 
public bodies, and these were used 
to provide the most important wants 
of young children. 

The annual report, which was 
adopted, states that despite trans- 
port difficulties and severe weather 
conditions, the milk producers had 
continued deliveries to the Society’s 
24 dépéts, from which 1,814,370 
pints of milk were supplied during 
the year ending March 31st, 1945,

£1,443,036 would come from sources 
other than rates. These sources 
were: Grants from the Government, 
£415,000; income from Corporation 
undertakings, £884,000, and the 
balance from credits on the various 
accounts. 

In addition to this revenue ex- 
penditure of over three and a half- 
million pounds, the Corporation 
spent large sums on capital works, 
such as housing and waterworks. 
Now that the emergency had passed 
and materials would, they hoped, 
become more plentiful, the Cor- 
poration would spend about five 
millions a year. 


COST OF SERVICES 

The Lord Mayor pointed out 
that the ratepayers, in addition to 
paying for the essential services, 
were also contributing to the social 
services. The amount required for 
these services was £1,570,583, as 
against £673,764 for what might be 
termed the ordinary civic services. 
The amount collected in rates per 
head of the population was esti- 
mated at £4 4s. In 1940 the cor- 
responding amount for all local 
authorities in England averaged 
£4 17s. 1d. per head. In 1940 the 
figure in Dublin was £3 16s. 3d. 

Comparison was sometimes made 
with Belfast on the lower rate 
operating there, but there was the 
vital difference of valuation, which 
was approximately three-quarters of 
a million pounds higher in Belfast 
than in Dublin, while Belfast had 
the tramway and gas undertakings 
to draw on in relief of rates, and 
Belfast had not been called on to 
deal. with a housing problem of 
Dublin’s magnitude. 


CITY’S DEBT 

The amount of loans and stocks 
outstanding representing the city’s 
debt was £12,290,000, or a sum 
approximately of £24 per head of 
the population. A total, under 
various heads, of £11.545.000 could 
be regarded as productive. He 
added that a debt based on five 
times the valuation, which was the 
position in Dublin, was considered 
sound fot public finance. The aver- 
age percentage rate collection in 
Dublin was 98, and the amount 
lost to the city through defaulting 
ratepayers was virtually negligible. 

The President, Mr. G. Brock, 
F.C.A., dealing with “ full employ- 
ment” and post-war prospects, re- 
ferred to Mr. Lemass’s Cork speech, 
and said that they must, he thought, 
treat the Minister's address as a 
fairly clear indication of Govern- 
ment post-war policy as regards in- 
dustry.

Fleet ‘Air Arm’s 
First V.C. 


Among those who were awarded the 
Victoria Cross in the war against 
Germany was the late Lieutenant- 
Commiander Eugene Esmonde, D.S.O., 
R.N., member of an Irish family which 
has produced many distinguished 
soldiers and sailors, including Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Thomas Esmonde, V.C., 
a brother of the 10th Baronet. 

Eugene Esmonde, fighter-pilot of 
the Fleet Air Arm, was transferred 
to the Swordfish section—torpedo 
bombers—and was quickly promoted 
to lead a squadron. Among his 
exploits was a gallant attack on 
the German battleship, Bismarck. 
Esmonde’s plane was hit twice. The 
Swordfish did not sink the warship, 
but they got a hit which, in the words 
of the Commander-in-Chief, “ was 
largely responsible for the Bismarck 
es finally brought to action and 
sunk.” 

Shortly after this, Esmonde’s 
squadron was transferred to the Ark 
Royal, and was with her when she 
was sunk by a to o in the Mediter- 
ranean in November, 1941. 

On February 11th, 1942, Esmonde 
called together his squadron and told 
them: “ The Scharnhorst, Gneisenau 
and Prince Eugen have had the cheek 
to put their noses out into the Channel, 
and we're going to deal with them. 
Fly at 50 feet, close line astern, indi- 
vidual attacks, and find your own way 


home.

PRIVATE ENTERPRISE 


Mr. J. J. O'Leary, who represented 
the Chamber at the recent Interna- 
tional Business Conference held at 
Rye, New York, said that it was 
convened on American initiative. It 
was the largest world-wide meeting 
of business-men ever held, and was 
attended by representatives of fifty- 
two nations. English was the 
language of. the conference, and all 
the speakers possessed a surprisingly 
ood working. knowledge of the 
anguage. The feeling of the con- 
ference was that the private enter- 
prise system was the best known 
means of bringing about effective 
world hy | and employment, 
of securing and majntaining world 
peace, thereby securing a higher 
standard of living for all peoples. 
The belief was expressed that agri- 
culture would increasingly become a 
source of raw materials for indus- 
trial production. The Commercial 
Policy of Nations section plumped 


for “ free trade.’ 


On the question of tariffs there 
was a general feeling that the 
United States must give the lead if 
there was to be a large measure of 
reciprocal trade throughout the 
world. This responsibility was 
recognised by the United States 
delegation. ‘lhe United States was 
the most heavily protected country 
in the world. 

Mr. O'Leary said that at the 
opening meeting Mr. Eric Johnston, 
President of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States, said that 
as he was anxious to see small busi- 
ness prosper, so also he wanted to 
see small nations prosper. he 
world would never prosper if 
its commerce was dominated by a 
few great nations. 

Mr. O'Leary said that in all the 
programmes, announcements and 
placards connected with the Con- 
ference, the Irish delegation was 
referred to as representing Ireland. 
As was usual in Irish delegations to 
International Conferences, too few 
representatives were sent, a circum- 
stance which threw burdensome 
service on those selected. Switzer- 
land sent thirteen representatives, 
Sweden nineteen, Portugal twelve, 
Russia five, Spain twelve, Australia 
six and Ireland two. 


Britain Takes Most Of 
Eire’s Exports 

Eire’s total external trade in April 
was £5,107.095. Of this, imports 
were £2,279,197 and exports plus re- 
exports £2,827,898. Exports ex- 
ceeded imports by £548,701» 

Of the imports, £1,276,731 came 
from Great Britain, £79,984° from 
Northern Ireland, and £881,942 
from other countries. Great Britain 
took the greater part of Eire’s ex- 
ports, valued at £2,191,800; Nor- 
thern Ireland £574,988, and other 
countries £24,803. Of the frincipal 
other countries the United States 
sent here goods valued at £330,934, 
and Canada £268,926. The exports to 
these countries were, as usual, small. 

Of the exports ffom this country 
during April, the largest single item 
was store cattle, valued at £974,450, 
The total cattle exports were valued 
at £1,057,810, and the total value of 
all live animals was £1,171,875.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—The scarcity of potatoes in 
Dublin from time to time is due, 
to a great extent, to the fact that 
normally the Dublin potato trade is 
confined to a certain ring of farmers. 
It is only when an emergency arises 
that the outsiders are seriously con- 
tacted. The ring farmers are 
afforded an opportunity of market- 
ing their potatoes to suit their con- 
venience and their pockets. 
outside are left to stew, and, 
emergency does not arise, 
politely told to feed their potatoes 
to stock, Potatoes are an expensive 
crop to grow, and, owing to disease 
and Jack of fertilizers, yields have 


been poor. 

This, together with the fuel 
problem, makes feeding more 
potatoes to stock uneconomic. 
There have been ample potatoes 
grown,..if properly marketed, 
meet the demand for human con- 
sumption, and ‘this notwithstanding 
farmers are 
refraining from growing more than 
a limited amount owing to the un- 
certainty of marketing. —Yours, etc.,

“There are about one hundred fish 
and chip shops in Dublin, and I 
think they compare favourably with 
the shops I have seen in Liverpool 
and Belfast,” Mr. D. Moss, Presi- 
dent of the Amalgamated Master 
Fish Friers Association of Eire, told 
a reporter yesterday. S 

“ In view of the statement of Dr. 
Ryan, Minister for Agriculture, in 
the Dail last week, foreshadowing 
legislation in regard to our shops,” 
Mr. Moss said, “our Association 
would be oe prepared to collabo- 
rate with the Department in effect- 
ing any improvements that it may 
be possible to bring about.” 

At the same time, he said, a con- 
siderablé advance had been made in 
the running of the fish and chip 
shops in Dublin during the past 
four or five years. The shops were 
generally improved, and electric 
chippers and electric washing 
machines were now used in most of 
the establishments, so that little 
handling of potatoes occurred. 

Mr. Moss indicated that if the 
Association’s shops were to provide 
cheaper meals, it would be necessary 
to make available fish and potatoes, 
and particularly fats and cottonseed 
oil at cheaper rates. 

He said that he thought there 
were enough shops in Dublin, but 
the business could be developed 
considerably in the country.

Hints 


For Amateurs 


By G. 0. SHERRARD. 
HE idea of pruning shrubs at 
this time of the year may seem 
a strange one to some amateurs, 
nevertheless it is just as they pass 
out of flower that many of our 
shrubs should receive their annual 

pruning. 
Between mid-May and mid-June 
four very important families of 
shrubs bloom, namely, Deutzia, 
Diervilla, Philadelphus and Escal- 
lonia. -Though unlike one another 
in several respects they have one 
characteristic in common—they pro- 
duce their flowers in sprays. By 
this I mean that a number of flowers 
on short shoots are carried on a 
single woody branch or stem which 
grew last year. If the shrub is 
doing well this flower-bearing 
branch will be of some consider- 
able length, depending also on the 
species to which it belongs. An 
examination of one of such 
shrubs towards the close of 
the flowering period will re- 
veal certain young shoots push- 
ing with considerable vigour 
from various points on these woody 
flower-bearing branches. There will 
certainly be a young shoot at the 
end of each and lower down, often 
near the base will be others. These 
shoots, now soft and green, will 
elongate rapidly, become woody by 
autumn, and next year will carry
